They are now enjoying a temporary 
let-up. No one who is familiar with this group of 
cities and the enterprise of the people need think that 
any one of them will undergo a long period of de- 
pression. In most of them much improvement is al- 
ready visible, and it will not be long until they will 
be building upon just as great a scale as ever. 

With the opening of spring there are indications of 
a revival. Building which has been in contemplation 
for some time will proceed, and many who were wait- 
ing a period of less activity and lower prices will now 
go ahead with the construction of buildings which 
they have had under consideration for a long time. 
The situation as it is in Chicago applies to many other 
localities. The largest number of permits for build- 
ings ever taken out during the first quarter of the year 
were granted in Chicago during the three months just 
closed.

In addition to this feature there are al- 
together encouraging symptoms in the rapid gain in 
building matters both in numbers of new buildings 
projected and in the aggregate volume thereof in cost 
during the first half of the month of April. 

These building figures may be regarded as of vital 
concern not only to makers and traders in hardware 
and sheet metals which enter to so great an extent in 
all building operations, but they should claim the in- 
terest of heating plant producers and particularly that 
of the manufacturers of warm air furnaces, especial- 
ly in the western and middle sections of the coun- 
try where the evidence of home building in towns 
and upon farms is so prominent. 

Somebody will, of course, supply the heating re- 
quirements, and naturally it behooves our active 
makers of furnaces to be: on the alert to the end of 
being prominent among the “somebodies” who will 
figure prominently in this work. 








On April 9 the United States Senate passed what is 
known as the Sterling Employers’ Liability bill in the 
same form as it came up from the house 
following its passage by that body by a 

Liability vote of 300 to 1. This measure is in 
Law. the nature of an amended re-enactment 
of the bill of the same import, which became a law 
about two years ago, but which was defective in that 
its provisions went beyond the jurisdiction of the gov- 
ernment for the reason that it fixed a provision of 
liability which the United States Supreme court de- 
clared unconstitutional in December last for the rea- 
son that its action was not confined to interstate 
traffic over which alone the government can claim 
jurisdiction in railway matters. In the new law, how- 
ever, this provision is strongly incorporated and it is 
believed the law which now awaits the president’s of- 
ficial sanction to make it effective is clearly constitu- 
tional in all its provisions as the law provides that 
railroads shall become responsible while engaged in 
interstate commerce only. The law applies to rail- 
roads and interurban lines doing interstate traffic and 
to street railways in the territories and in the District 
of Columbia. In the framing and enactment of the 
new law there have been kept in sight intended de- 
partures from the old English common law theories 
and in this particular there is a distinctly notable pro- 
vision which sweeps aside and disregards the oid es- 
tablished legal theory of contributory negligence as a 
bar to action for damages. 

The new act is a departure from other of the old 
common law principles of relation between master and 
man, and yet after all it is but little more than an 
application to the federal government of principles 
which have been more or less firmly established by 
many of the progressive states. The new law provides 
that a jury shall diminish the damage in proportion to 
the amount of negligence directly attributable to the

employe. 

It also provides that an employe assumes no risk 
by reason of violation by employer of statutes 
enacted for his safety, but makes such violation negli- 
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gence on the part of the employer. It renders \ciq 
any contract, rule, or agréement by which a common 
carrier seeks to exempt itself from liability. It pro. 
vides that no action shall be maintained unless begun 
within two years from the date of accident. It in- 
cludes receivers of railroads under the term “common 
carrier,” and it provides that nothing in the new lay 
shall limit the duty or liability of common carriers or 
impair the rights of their employes under previous 
acts on the same subject. 

The new law was necessitated to modify a principle 
which grew up in England, where it was first enun- 
ciated in 1837, and where it became part of the com- 
mon law of that kingdom. It was held in our courts 
as a part of the general common law, although it mani- 
festly grew out of class relations in Great Britain 
which really do not exist here. Whether it was justi- 
fied in the first place, it is quite certain that modern 
conditions of employment have rendered necessary the 
repeal by statute of what is known as the “fellow 
servant” principle of the English common law. 

This theory was that an employer was not re- 
sponsible for damages when the injury was caused by 
the negligence of another employe. The theory of the 
law was that if two men were working, it might be, 
side by side it was the duty of each to guard himself 
against the negligence of the other, or to stop work 
and notify his employer. It was assumed that the em- 
ployer could not watch all of his men and that they 
must assume liability for injury they did to each other. 
That was all well many years ago when people worked 
in small shops, were acquainted with the habits of one 
another, and watched them at their work. It did not 
do at all in large corporations, where one employe was 
liable to death or injury as result of the negligence 
of another who might be far removed from him and 
whom he probably never knew or saw. 

The change in industrial conditions was such that 
England itself abolished the “fellow servant” theory, 
so far as it was applied to railroads, twenty years ago. 

Under the new law a railroad corporation while 
engaged in business between states or engaged in any 
business in federal possession becomes liable for injury 
to an employe where there is any negligence on its 
own part or on the part of any of its employes. The 
negligence is the only thing to be proved to entitle 
the employe to recover damages. The new law while 
much limited in its scope as compared with the law 
enacted two years ago is nevertheless sound and ap- 
parently unassailable and with the present conditions 
of interstate conditions of raitway traffic its provisions 
are broad enough to provide a measure of protection 
to railway employes that has long been deemed a! 
altogether just consideration.

EVOLUTION OF THE FISH HOOK. 








The use of fish hooks dates so far back that the 
records of the earlier history are lost in antiquity. 
From ancient historic records we learn of its being in 
common use by the Babylonians and Macedonians; in 
fact, specimens of the curious implements used in those 
early days are to be found to-day at the British Mu- 
seum in London, and in other collections of antiquities 
in various parts of the world. Before the era of com- 
mercially made fish hooks each country supplied its 
own uses, and in many cases the substances employed 
in their production were curious. The evolution of 
this necessary adjunct to the angler’s equipment pro- 
vides a most interesting study. From the hooks of 
bone, wood, ivory and flint used by our forefathers to 
the curiously formed specimens of bronze made by the 
Babylonians is a great advance, but in passing to a 
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later period, when bronze was supplanted-by the cum- 
brous productions of iron and later steel, we have 
still.another advance in the evolution of this indispen- 
sable equipment, while to-day we have those beauti- 
fully finished specimens of the hook maker’s art as 
only human ingenuity of the present day can produce 
them.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. . 

The addition of another week shows in its closing 
continued gain in the condition of Western and North- 
western hardware interests. As the season of sun- 
shine and brightness advances the courage of this 
trade appears to improve and this condition is prompt- 
ly reflected in the jobbing and manufacturing hard- 
ware markets in the middle and western states. The 
crop outlook throughout the West is reported excel- 
lent and with the drying up of the roads and the re- 
sumption of building activities which are sure to 
come, the hardware trade will find itself in much bet- 
ter than normal condition both as to its retail and its 
jobbing interests. Direct inquiry among Western and 
Northwestern hardware. jobbers fails to show any fall- 
ing off in the volume of trade for the period of 1908 
that has passed as compared with the very prosperous 
year of 1907 during the same term. Each month of 
the current year has not only held its own but in- 
creases in business have been noted during the past 
three months. The month of March in particular 
showed a considerable gain and the month of April 
gives evidence of a considerable increase in sales over 
the month of April of last year. Among Chicago job- 
bers an increase in sales has been noted for each month 
of 1908 that has passed. March shows an increase of 
a little over 10 per cent and first half of April figures 
give an even better showing’ than the first half of 
March. Chicago hardware jobbers may be said to be 
busy with steadily increasing sales and an encourag- 
ing outlook for the future. Prices remain firm in 
practically all lines. -In padlocks prices were with- 
drawn on the first of the month and a rearrangement 
shows an advance of 10 per cent in these lines. Toy 
express wagons have been advanced 50c per dozen. 
Axes, which were recently reduced in prices 75¢ per 
dozen, are reported under consideration for an early 
advance, and it is expected that axe prices will recover 
the 75c cut that was made a month ago. 

Wire products continue steady in price and strong 
in demand, All grades of wire fencing are in increas- 
ing request. Wire nails are quoted in car lots to job- 
bers $2.05; car lots to retailers, $2.10; less than car 
‘ots, $2.15; painted barb wire, $2.20, cars to jobbers; 
to retailers, $2.25; less than car lots $2.35. Galvanized 
barb wire, car lots to jobbers, 30c advance over paint- 
ed barb wire; plain wire to jobbers in cars, $1.90; 
plain wire to retailers in car lots, $1.95. 

Cut nails are not at all active in the Chicago mar- 
ket. Regular prices are shaded slightly. Quotations 
are as follows: Iron cut, car lots to jobbers, $2.38; 
car lots to retailers, $2.43; steel cut, cars to jobbers, 
$2.28 ; cars to retailers, $2.33.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: It is possible to find several encouraging indications 
during the week and the picking up in pig iron transactions 
during the first half of April compared with February and 
March has been very gratifying. This increase in sales has 
doubtless been due to the feeling among the best inf »rmed 
buyers that the bottom had been reached, and even if such 
were not absolutely the case they could cover to advantagi 
at present figures. This has been done to a considerable ex 
tent. and a fair volume of business is the result. Inquiries 
have had more to do with extended delivery than heretofore 
and cover a wide range of grades. These two items, coupled 
with a slight increase in shipments on past due orders, have 
helped the general movement in the pig iron world 

Steel-making irons have not shown the life that has 
been manifest in foundry and other lines, due to the lack of 
specifying by railroads and other users of steel products 

There does not appear to have been material increase in 
the consumption of iron during the week more than has 
maintained for some time past. This consumption is grad- 
ually and steadily improving, but is still rather backward. 

It is reported that conservative estimates show a de- 
crease of pig iron stocks in the furnace vards of the Mahon- 
ing and Shenango valleys during the week, without any in 
crease in production. 


Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: “While pig iron is dull, yet the demand for 
finished goods seems to be increasing. And in this matter pig 
iron cannot lead—it follows. It is a barometer of trade be- 
cause it goes up or down with the pressure of business. A 
maker of machine tools here told us that in April up to date 
he has received as many orders as in January, February and 
March put together. If many consumers of pig iron are hav- 
ing the same revival in trade it will not be long until the 
melt of iron will necessarily be increased. The only thing 
wrong with the market to-day, of course, is the narrow de- 
mand. There is no question at all but that we are in the 
midst of a period of very great underconsumption of pig iron 
By underconsumption we mean that to-day the country is not 
using the amount of pig iron that is actually demanded to 
make up the wear and tear and the actual needs of the com- 
munity at large. It is not overproduction that is the trouble, 
but underconsumption, pure and simple, and the meaning of 
these two terms is widely different 

“The iron business knows no happy medium. Either the 
demand is so tremendous that we can’t make enough iron to 
supply it; and finally with a tremendous effort we make 
enough and then more than enough; or demand slackens to 
such an extent that it is exceedingly difficult to contract pro- 
duction fast enough to avoid trouble. We are either over- 
consuming and overproducing it or underconsuming it, and 
ironmasters are either feeling like kings or beggars, and just 
now, of course, they are all in the latter class. 

“Prices are irregular, and are so low that most of the iron 
now being sold is marketed without profit if not with a loss.”
